THE SOUTH WAEK ELECTIONS. 


Increase in the Liberal Majority—Balfour’s 
Reply to O’Brien—Gladstone’s Great 
Speech—Conflicting Reports Regarding 
the German Crown Princes Condition— 
Release of Graham and Burke—The Bul- 
garian Question—Foreign News. 


Specia~ Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 18.—The result of the 
West Southwark election yesterday is almost 
as great a surprise to the Liberals as to the 
Tories. The Liberal majority, only 113 at the 
last election, is now 1,194, an extraordinary 
increase when itis considered that the total 
number of voters yesterday was only 
6,082. To appreciate the full significance 
it is necessary to bear in mind that this is the 
first election in London on the new register, 
which came inte operation last month. It is 
a serious blow to the Tories, and 
the government organs wisely BAY 
little on nothing editorially. In the 
House of Commons a telegram announcing the 
result was brought to Gladstone during the 
bitter harangue of Goschen against his former 
Liberal associates. The word was passed 
quickly round and the Opposition sprung 
to their feet. For some time there was wild 
cheering, which seriously disconcerted the 
orator. The result at Southwark was achieved 
in spite of the desperate efforts of 
Lord Hartingten and the Unionists, as 
well as the Tories. In the light of this 
election a letter from Caine, which finds its 
way into to-day’s papers, causes some amuse- 
ment. Caine isthe gentleman who, asI have 
heard John Bright say, achieved the unex- 
ampled feat of passing straight from 
the Peace Society to the paid office of the 
Admiralty, and who modestly declared that 
since he disagreed with Gladstone’s Irish 
policy Gladstone must come to him. In to- 
day’s letter he says he has just returned from 
a six months’ voyage and finds no doubt 
whatever that the Unionists have made a great 
advance in public estimation. 

THE GOVERNMENT MAJORITY 
in the Commons, while dwindling slightly, is 
still formidable. Parnell’s amendment to the 
address, declaring that repressive legislation 
had alienated Irish sympathy and respect for 
law, was rejected by a majority of eighty- 
eight. 
BLOODY BALFOUR. 

Balfour has at last replied to O’Brien, but 
failed to show that O’Brien’s contention that 
the National League isas powerful as ever was 
not true. He merely proved that one branch, 
outofmany hundreds, had made an urgent 
appeal for funds. The most effective 
part of Balfour’s speech was his quota- 
tions from United Ireland, of four 
years ago, abusing Gladstone and other Lib- 
eral leaders. This caused greatcheering on the 
ministerial benches. Gladstone, who followed, 
endeavored to show that the quotations 
were not really a relevant issue. 
The debate will never be con- 
cluded if conducted by means of mere 
personal recrimination. Gladstone’s speech 
is admitted to have been one of his finest ef- 
forts of late years. He sat down amidst a 
scene of enthusiasm seldom witnessed in Par- 
liament. The Government agreed to Church- 
ill’s motion fora commission to inquire into 
the conduct of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works.

THE ROW WITH MOROCCO, 


United States Consul-General Lewis De- 
mands Recognition of Treaty Rights. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, February 18.—The following dis- 
patch received from Tangiers, Morocco,throws 
additional light on the subject of dispute be- 
tween Consul-General Lewis and the Sultan of 
Morocco over the alleged illegal arrest of an 
American naturalized citizen at Rabat; On 
arriving here last night, the 16th inst., I im- 
mediately set out to ascertain the true status 
of the situation, which has now advanced into 
such an acute stage that the two United States 
men-of-war are hourly expected to arrive 
from Ville Franche. I find, as appre- 
hended, that the use and abuse of the 
protege system is at the root of 
the evil from which the whole trouble 
has grown. Ten days ago the Kaid of Rabat 
arrested a Moorish Jew under American pro- 
tection, whose~occupancy of mosque prop- 
erty here had forsome time greatly scandal- 
lized the faithful bellevers. Previous to tak - 
ing this step, the Pasha appealed to the Deaa 
of his diplomatic corps here, the Spanish Min- 
ister, to secure the removal of the objection- 
able protected American citizen. The Minis- 
ter refused to interfere, and the Pasha or- 
dered the arrest of the alleged offender. Con- 
sul-General Lewis protested firmly against this 
breach of treaty rights, but without 
avail. The Pasha further states that not only 
has he been instructed by the Sultan, Mule 
Hassapan, 40 refuse the liberation of the pro- 
tected American citizen, but his master has 
also commanded him tono longer recognize 
treaty rights which give to these protected 
traders immunity from Mauritanian law. 
**‘Consul-General Lewis immediately sent to 
the Pasha a demand on the Sultan for the im- 
mediate and unconditional release of the 
prisoner, an ample apology from the Pasha, a 


to preteges of American Consulates, and 
the immediate adjustment of all pending 
claims within a specifiedtime. Information 
about this particular case, or as to the 
peculiar merits thereof, I have as yet not 
been able to obtain. The fullest confidence, 
however, is here placed in the integrity of 
Consul-General Lewis, and from the vigorous 
manner in which he has interceded in behalf 
of the prisoner all Americans here rest as- 
sured that the case of the prisoner is 
meritorious. The men-of-war are expected to 
arrive to-night or to-morrow. Some anxiety 
is felt here by the foreign merchants as to the 
outcome ofthe affair. Fortunately, the whole 
system of protection by Consuls will be settled 
once and for all at the conference to be held 
in about six weeks in Madrid, at which the 
representatives of the interested powers will 
meet for a full discussion of the system.

PROF. VIRCHOW’S REPORT. 


BERLIN, February 138. — The Klinishe 
Wochenschrift, in an article on the condition 
of the Crown Prince, approves the report 
made by Prof. Virchow, in which he says that 
the particle coughed up by the Prince was a 
dead, decayed portion of the larynx which had 
become detached from the surface, leaving the 
cavity of a depth, in some places, of four mil- 
limeters. He found nothing to indicate a 
process involving gangrene. He did not see 
either pus, corpuscles or suppurating cells. In 
most places he found nothing pointing to the 
presence of any foreign substance. Rather a 
large portion of the particle coughed up was 
detached from an almost indurated spot 
a and had the form@Jand appearance of 
flat wart, in which, when cut 
open, a solid, whitish kernel, with a 
darkish, rather thick envelope, was discern- 
ible to the nakedeye. Within this kernel the 
themicroscope revealed clusters of epider- 
moidal cells, many of which had become quite 
homogenous. The report draws no conclu- 
sions as to the nature of the disease.

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THE FISHERY TREATY. 


A FIERCE HOWL SET UP BY THE-PRESS O 
CANADA.

The Assertion Made That Canada's Interests 
Have Been Sacrificed by Mr. Chamber- 
lain—Favorable Comments of the London 
Newspapers—An Outline of the Treaty. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispaTcH. 

Orrawa, Ontario, Feb..18.—The Dominion 
Ministry entertain a lively apprehension that 
the fisheries treaty arrangement just com- 
pleted may never go into effect. A member of 
the Government speaking on the danger ofa 
failure to have the treaty ratified said: ‘‘Amer- 
ican public opinion isin an unusually sensi- 
tive state on this matter, and anything made 
public just now tending to show that Oanada 
has received something to balance her sacri- 
fice to the United States might break down 
the arrangement.’’ 

The opposition press are more violent than 
ever in their attacks on the treaty and bitterly 
assall Mr. Chamberlain as from the firet.sab- 
ordinating Canadian interests, The Toronto 
Mail recalls previous sacrifices by Oanada on 
behalf of England, and characterizes this as 
another instance of sacrifice of Canada’s rights 
for imperial purposes. The reform organ 
here again raises the doctrine of Canadian in- 
dependence,and says in a double leaded leader: 


It might have been different if Canada pos- 
sessed the right to negotiate commercial 
treaties independent of British interference; 
and the negotiations had been eéntrusted to 
a aoe and willing to stand up for Canada’s 
rig 

A draft of the treaty arrived from Washing- 
ton yesterday and was, it is understood, con- 
sidered at the meeting of the Cabinet in the 
afternoon.

Ithas been arranged that the next interna- 
tional move will be in the direotion of the lo- 
cation of the boundary line between British 
Columbia, the most westerly 1 
of the Dominion, and Alaska in the 
event of a ~ satisfactory settlement 
of the fishery question. The matter is to 
submitted to a commission on which England 
will be represented. The Canadian Govern- 
ment, it appears, has been pressing for the 
appointment of acommission for over a year 
past. The disputed territory involved com- 
prises many thousands of square miles. The

THE SNELL TRAGEDY. 


Important Preof Against the Suspected 
Murderer—Louisville’s Contribution. 


CuicaGco, III., February 18.—The police have 
issued a circular with an offer of $2,000 reward 
for the arrest of Wm. B. Tascott, the alleged 
murderer of Amos J. Snell. He is the son of 
Col. James B. Tascott of the Tascott Manu- 
facturing Company and has been passing him- 
self off as a newspaper reporter. His board- 
ing-house keeper has damaging evidence 
against him, 


Tascott’s Louisville Record. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., February 18.—The dis- 
covery of the Chicago police that the burglar 
who murdered Amos J. Snell, the West Side 
millionaire, on February 8 was Will- 


iam B. Tascott has excited great interest 
here. Tascott is well known in police 
circles here, this city being the scene of his 
first criminal trial. About the middle of 
March, 1836, a slender young man, apparently 
19 years old, with a beardless face, clear blue 
eyes and blonde, curlin hair, appeared 
here. He was lavish with his money an 
the supply appeared to growsmall. One da 
he appe eared at Meader’s ticket scalping office 
* offered some tickets for sale. They were 

tickets made. out by the lorida 
— Rallroad to varfous E 
points. Mr. suspicious and 
resolved to notify the police. Tascott was ar- 
rested but gave his name as Wm. Scott. He 
had a large valise, which was taken posses- 
sion of by the police, and upon examina- 
tion it was found to contain about $5,000 
worth of railroad tickets. They were 
issued by the Florida Southern Rellroad Com- 
pany, and were so arranged they could be 
made out to almost any point in the United 
States. He afterwards confessed that his real 
name was Wm. B. Tascott, and told all about 
his father in Ohicago. Letters were found 
in his pockets which corroborated these 
statements. A number of them were from his 
father, who — him in the most touching 
manner to mend his ways and return home to 
lead a better life. There were also several 
letters from a young lady living in Oswego 
N. T., who was evidently a sweetheart of 
Tascott’s. 

When Taseott was stripped in the station- 
house to undergo an examination he eae 
sented a surprising appearance. With his 
clothes on he looked a slender, delicate boy, 
but when divested of his garments showed up 
like a prize-fighter. His muscles were splen- 
didly developed and as hard as on, 
showing great strength. When the case was 
called in the Circuit Court, Tascott, acting un- 
der the advice of his counsel, pleaded gu ty, 
and was given one year in the penitenti 
He was sent to that institution, where e 
served out his sentence, lessthe good time 
allowed. 

In her statement Mrs. Wicks mentioned the 
fact that Tascott remained in his room every 
afternoon, playing on a mandolin. When he 
was arrested here one of the instruments was 
among bis possessions and he took it to jail 
with him. He was an expert rformer and 
became a great favorite with the other pris- 
oners. The police here nearly all know Tas- 
cott and keep a sharp lookout for him.

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SPHERE OF INSTRUCTION. 


THE TOPIC HANDLED BY DR. VICKROY BE- 
FORE THE PEDAGOGUES. 


Training, Culture and Utility—A Defense of 
the Kindergarten—Fitting the Youth for 
His Future in the World—Things That are 
Essential to Him—Development of Power 
of Appropriation—The Essayist Attacked. 


The Pedagogical Society met this morning 
in the session room of the Polytechnic Build - 
ing, Seventh and Chestnut streets. Theré was 
not a large attendance. Dr. T. R. Vickroy of 


the Douglas School read a paper on The 


Sphere of Instruction, which he proposes 
shall make a chapter in a book he is writing 
on education. 
MR. VICKROY SAID: 

The common tendencies of education are the 
phases in which training, culture or utility 
predominates. Training aims chiefly at 
developement and power; culture stores 
the mind with a great variety of 
refined ideas; while utility alms at 
fitting youth for mechanical, domestic or 
mercantile employments. Just in proportion 
as each ofthese phases is accentea will the 
educative process be disciplinary and attain a 
useful end in putting youth in a position 
where they can grow in whatever sphere they 
may be placed. Will it be a cramming 
process, substituting a multitude of studies 
for the few essential things that can 


be mastered; or perhaps it will become me- 
chanicaland the precious time of youth will be 
frittered away in the vain hope that this or 
that so-called practical study may be to the 
boy or girl the means of earning money. These 
tendencies are shown by the emphasis placed 
upon thisorthatin all grades of schools. 
If measure the kindergarten by 
standards we will find, the gifts 
to development an® power, 
gs and games to the graces and amuse- 
ments of life, and the occupations to mechani- 
cal ends. Some skill in the affairs of life is 
needed and hence say the utilitarians 'the 
hands must be strengthened and made deft by 
modeling in clay, by weaving, sewing, cut- 
ting, folding and so on. That we may have 
mechanical skill at the top, we must have me- 
chanical manipulations at the bottom.’’ 

Life is too sombre and realistio, say the 
artists, ‘‘and we must cultivate gracefulness 
of movement in the smaller children and com- 
prehend the world in music, songs and 
games.’’ 

The mind is a bundle of possibilities cap- 
able of being realized,’” say the trainers, 
and hence its powers must be developed, its 
capacities enlarged and activities stimulated, 
so that it may grasp and assimilate all sides of 
the physical and psychical world.“ 

POWER TO APPROPRIATE 

is the principal thing, therefore develop 
owerand the self-active human soul will 
athom the depths of science and scale the 
loftiest heights of knowing. As there is some 
truth in each tendency let us trace out 
their relative importance. Training whets 
the appetite for knowledge, but does 
not satisfy it; culture spreads the 
banquet, and invites us to partake; while 
utility is satisfied with the crumbs of the 
feast. Training restores to man his pristine 
dominion over the world, culture transforms 
human acquisitions into refined enjoyments, 
for which utility hews the wood and draws 
the water. Trainin makes men and 
women capable of ruling the world 
and advancing civilization by achievement 
in forum, couft and field; culture dreams in 
the garden of beauty and ease; while utility 


ij builds its palaces, provides its viands and 


trumpery, and fain would eat the superfluous 
husks, aining makes men of thought and 
action, culture makes men of leisure, utility 
makes the men who serve. 

What education shall be, therefore, depends 
upon the ends at which men aim. 
do or think is sought, if the graces which 
adorn polite society is the thing wanted, or if 
fitness for some special calling in life leo the 
be-all and end-all, one oranother of these 
ends will determine the educational means to 
be used; but since public education must con- 
fine itself to developing a ty of manhood 
and womanhood which shall build up and 
sustain the social fabric, culture and utility 
must both be subordinated to training. The 
state may develop and form the inchoate 
mind by developing its innate power and 
shaping its ends, but it may not engender 
caste by fitting men to be courtiers or slaves. 

THE DISCUSSION. 

The essayist was attacked by a number of 
the teachers present, a lengthy discussion 
arising at the end of his paper, in which D. H. 
Harris of Kirkwood, Mr. Orall of the Manual 
Training School, Mr. Stille of the Baden 
School, H. B. Prentis of Hodgen School, Mr. 
Stevenson of Clay School en and Scott 
Blewitt and Superintendent Long participated.

TWO TRAINS WRECKED. 


A Collision on the Wabash Western—Two 
Men Injured.

SALISBURY, Mo., February 18.—At Clifton, 
this morning, astation 161 miles west of St.

The Reading Investigation. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., February 18.—The Con- 
gressional Investigation Committee resumed 
its inguiry into the Reading Railroad strike 
this morning, the first witness being General- 


Superintendent Sweigard of the Reading Rail- 
road Company, who was recalled to enable 
him to put in evidence the text of 
the agreement made with employes 
of the railroad company and the 
voucher, showing that Lee, one of the leaders 
of the labor organization, had been in the pay 
of the company while he was at Pottsviile 
at the outbreak ofthe trouble. Mr. Sweigard 
read the clause of the agreement which 
guaranteed to the men an investigation. The 
men had claimed that they had been guaran- 
teed a fair trial before discharge for any 
cause, The clause of the agreement which was 
read was that every man should 
receive a fair trial in case of any accident that 
might have occurred through carelessness. 
The Lee youcher was for special services 
rendered during October at Potteville, and the 
pay was at the rate of $2.50 a day. 


A Banker Arrested. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., February 18.—A special 
to the Evening Wisconsin from Port Washing- 
ton says: W. H. Landolt, junior member of 


the firm of Vall & Landolt, proprietors of the 
Port ä Bank, which failed recently 
was arrested to-day on a criminal warran 
charging him with receiving money after 
the bank was insolvent. There are two other 
warrants charging him with criminal acts in 
connection with the failure. Officers are in 
search of Vail, who disappeared on the day 
before the crash. It is reported that he was 
seen in the streets of Chicago within a week

Only One Genuine Case in St. Louis, That 
of Jerry Pagels—The Suicides of Patsy 
Early and Johnny Parker—Lingg’s Tragic 
End—The Bemarkable Case of John . 
Colt, Who Killed Adams, the Printer. 


VERY time a criminal of 
any note is séntenced to be 
hanged there is much 
speculation as tothe proba- 
bility of his conimitting 
suicide. Maxwell has been 
no exception to this rule, 
and there are a number of 
people who firmly believe 
he will cheat the gallows in 
this way. The mannerin 
whicb Preller, his victim, 
was slain, and the littie 
2 foreigner’s known knowl- 
edge of medicine and 
anatomy are no doubt largely re ponsible 
for this belief. Whatever may be the result in 
his case, the fallacy of these speculations in 
most instances is shown by the very few men 
who have killed themselves while under 
sentence of death. Most men wait until the 
last moment in hopes of receiving pardon, 
only to finally meet death on the scaffold, 
Of course a man in jail sentenced to die has 
not the same opportunity for doing away 
with his lite, which his brother-man on the 
outside enjoys, but where there is a will 
there is generally a way, even in prison. 
JERRY PAGELS’ SUICIDE. 

The only condemned man who ever took his 
life here was Jerry Pagels, who committed 
suicide in jail on the morning. of the 9th of last 
August, It was a Tuesday and Pagels was to 
die on the scaffold the following Saturday. 
The death watch would have been placed on 
him Wednesday morning. Monday night he 
retired to bed apparently all right, and the 
next morning, at7 o’clock, he was discovered 
dead in his cell. He had severed the arteries 
of his left arm, cutting it through to 
the bone, and had bled him- 
self to death. He cut it on 
the inner side and tied a cord around his arm 
just below his elbow to prevent aback flow of 
blood, thereby hastening death. To prevent 
detection he let his arm hang between the in- 
side of his bed and the side of his cell, and 
| placed under it a tin-pail to catch the blood 
and preventit spreading over the floor and 
thus leading to his detection. Pagele killed 
Samuel Kohn on November 10, 1885. 
He had been foreman of the Brooks 
Hide Company’s tannery an lost his 
position through drink. Kohn* was fore- 
man of the Norman Brown Hide Company 
tannery, and had secured a great many of 
customers who formerly patronized Pagels“ 
fifm. Pagels blamed him for his dicharge, 
and visiting the place where Kohn was em- 
ployed, called him out and shot him. How 
Pagels secured the knife with which he killed 
himself was never learned. 

PATSY EARLY. 

Two other murderers committed suicide 
here, but neither of them was under sentence 
of death at the time, and both 


were thought to have good opportunities 
of getting off with light punishment, if indeed 
they might not be acquitted outright. One 
was Patsey Early, the slayer of Billy Louder- 
man. On che afternoen of Janu 22, be- 
tween 8 and (o' clock, while all the prisoners 
in jall were enjoying their exercise hour, 
Early, who was a mere boy, went up on the 
top tler of the western section of cells, 
known as murderers“ row, hrew 
himseif to the stone-flagged court 
below. He landed flat on his face, which was 
mashed almost out of recognition, and, when 
picked up, — was already dead. It was an 
awful method of doing away with one’s self 
but proved an effectual one. Had the boy 
struck differently he might have maimed him- 
self forever witbout having succeeded in tak- 
ing his life. The murder with which Early 
was charged was committed on August 9 
1881. Early and some more boys had 
r with Louderman at the Canterbury 

heater, a dive then located on Sixth between 
Poplar and Spruce streets, and they followed 
him up and Early shot and killed him at Sixth 
and Chestnut streets. The following Febru- 
ary Early was tried but the jury falled to 
agree, standing nine for acquital and three for 
conviction. e was to have been tried the 
February following his suicide. 

JOHNNY PARKER. 

The other murderer who suicided was Johnny 
Parker, who killed first his wife and then him- 
self in the jury-room of the Criminal Court on 
February 5, 1883—just a fortnight after the 
Early suicide. He was taken up from jall for 
trial and was permitted to enter the jury- 
room for a while to consult with his attorneys, 
Charles P. Johnson and Presly N. Jones. 
Parker’s wife, Nellie, and his married sister, 
Mrs. Craft, were corey and the latter 
slipped him a pistol under the impression that 
he wanted it to protect himself against an at- 
tack he alleged that the brother of his victim 
intended making on him in court, This 
at least, was the story she afterward told. The 
whole affair, however, had evidently been 
previously arranged so far as Parker himself 
and his wife are concerned. While talking 
about the witnesses in the case with 
Mr. Jones, after Mr. Johnson had stepped out 
into the court, Parker suddenly drew are- 
volver, placed it back of his wife’s left ear 
and fired. Then he placed it behind his own 
right ear and sent a bullet crushing through 
hisown brain before Officer McMahon, who 
had jumped for him, could stay his hand. It 
occurred at 11:30 a. m., and created the great. 
est excitement in court. Parker’s wife ex- 

ired in fifteen minutes, and he lived 

ust one hour. He was a tough pure and sim- 
le and was on the cutand shoot. On August 
0, 1881, he fatally stabbed Mike Payton, an- 
other tough, in a saloon, each man having 
det argon. sworn he would kill the other. 
arker was believed to have committed two 
murders previous to the Payton killing, but 
they could not be fixed on him, though he was 
held and tried for one of them. Was a 
number of times arrested for assault to kill. 
OTHER CASES. 

These instances of men cheating the gallows 
by suiciding have been even less numerous in 
other sections of the country, there being few 
cases on record. One of the few was Ed 
Coffey, the condemned murderer, who took 
his life at Allegheny Citya couple of weeks 
ago. Coffey had killed Policeman Evans, was 
convicted of the m er and sentenced to 
hang. After the courts had finished with his 
case he made application to the Board of Par: 
dons forareprieye. It was refused him. This 
swept away all hope, and that day he cut his 
throat. He lingered five days and died. 

A year or so ago a man named Ford at- 
tempted to escape hanging by poisoning him- 
self, put was aon out ofthe jailina half- 
dead condition and executed. is wife visti- 
ed him and in kissing him good-bye slipped 
him apoisoned capsule. hen the Sheriff 
arrived they found Ford in his cell in 
a stupor m the drug. Nevertheless 
they carried him outef his cell out onto the 
gallows, where they had to hold him up while 
they were binding him and adjusting the 
noose before giving him the drop. 

A NOTED SUICIDE 
was that of Anarchist Louis Ling. who killed 
himselfin the Chicago Jail on November 10, 
the day before he was to be executed. A few 
days previous there had been a lot of bombs 
taken from his cell and a thorough search 
made of both him and the cell. The 
suicide he placed a fulminating cap, which he 
had obtained in some manner, in his mouth, 
and lighting it with a candle, biew th 
top of his head of. Lingg, as 
body knows, was to be han 
the other Anarchists for his compli 
bloody Haymarket riots in Chicago on May 4, 


A suicide which occurred years ago and cre- 
ted a great sensation at the time was that of 
ohn ©, Colt at the Tombs, New York Oity. 
The crime for which he was sentenced to 
resembied that of Maxwell very strongly — 
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ber 1842. He

escape. One friend had even gone in female 
attire to visit him, the scheme being to let 
Oolt don the clothes and escape.

Utah’s Knook, 


WASHINGTON, D. O., February 18.—The 
Senate Committee on Territories gave a hear- 
ing to-day upon the admiesion of Utah as a 
State. Mr. Franklin Richards of Salt Lake 


City described the barrenness of the country 
when the settiers first entered, and the won- 
derful preductiveness, sperity and 
wealth which have resulted from their 
diligence and enterprise. This was 
Utah’s fifth petition for admission 
and as the eldest of the Territories, it was 
—* that her appeal would be heeded. She 
had reached a point beyond which progress 
under a Territorial Government was impos- 
sible, It had been objected that the Mormons 
were polygamists. As a matter of 
fact not more than 9 per cent 
of them ever were polygamists, 
and less than 1% per cent were polygamists 
now. Time was rapidly solving the problem. 
The members of the Oonstitutional Conven- 
tion took oaths against polygamy and 
peg < om a constitution that made polygamy 
or bigamy a crime. 

As the Speaker read the paragraph of the 
Constitution providing that the anti-polyg- 
amous sections shall never be repealed or 
changed without the assent of Con- 
gress and the President, Senator Butler 
queried: ‘*‘You don’t expect Congress to 
act favorably upon such a proposition do you? 
I, for one, say frankly and emphatically, I 
will not vote forit. Idon’t believe Congress 
has anything to do with changing a State Con- 
stitution.’’ : 

Senator Stewart, assenting, said he did not 
think Congress had a right to make a treaty 
with a State or Territory. 

Mr. Richards said that whatever might be 
the opinion of the committee, the provision at 
least demonstrated the good faith of the 
men who framed the Constitution to do 
all in their power, if ermitted, to 
wipe ont polygamy. The peop eof Utah reo- 
ognized that the country required itand they 
wished to meet the requirement. They, how- 
ever, proposed to accomplishit by more hu- 
mane methods than those provided 
by the present laws. He sketched 
the cases of the Mormons who have 
been tried and convicted by the courts and 
showed by what he declared to be indisputable 
facts that the parties were innocent of the 
charges brought againstthem, The prosecu- 
tion in the courts was unable to pr uce evi- 
dence of illegal cohabitation, in fact had in- 
vented constructive cohabitation and convict- 
ed; and®punished joffenders for this. Members 
of the committee asked if the stories as Mr. 
Richards related them, embodied facts which 
were conceded by the prosecution. 

Mr. Richards could not say what would be 
conceded, but said he stated what he—having 
been present as counsel for the defense—knew 
to be the truth. 

It was proposed by Senator Platt and others 
that the names of the 2 secuting officers be 
taken with a view to —— of them as to 
their version of the matter, and with 
this understanding the witness pro- 
ceeded. Touching the marriage relation, he 
said much misapprehension existed by reasen 
of a confusion of the term ‘‘celestial’’ with 
„plural!“ marriage. He explained the 
difference at great length, and read 
the Mormon revelations the 
point, A celestial marriage might or 
might not be a plural marriage. Under both, 
however, cohabitation with more than one 
wife was permitted. The celestial marriage 
was more for time than for eternity. It was 
not true that plural celestial marriage was 
enjoined upon the Mormons; the fact being 
that it was merely permitted, There was 
no union of Church and State. The tithing 
features of the Mormon revelation were origi- 
nally for the government of the community in 
Missouri. They were, however, held by many 
Mormons to be binding now; but there was 
now no legal requirement that the tithes be 
paid. Contributions were voluntary. 

Ex-Senator McDonaldffollowed Mr. Richards 
discussing the legal features of the case and 
arguing tha the power of Congress to compel 
submission to any regulations with 
regard to marriage relations was 
not impaired b the submission of 
Utah as a State. e cited the case of Louis - 
liana, where it was required that civil liberty 
should be secured as a condition of her ad- 
mission, He argued that Congress had 
a right to protect our civilization. 
Provision against polygamy and bigamy had 
been incorporated in the Oonstitution and the 
history of the past showed that provisions so 
fixed were effective. He claimed that Congress 
had no right to keep a Territory out of the 
Union of States after the people had fulfilled 
the conditions and complied with the require- 
ments prescribed for admission. 

Senator Butler conceded the propriety of 
incorporating any prohibition of polygamy 
and bigamy in the State Constitution, 
yet claimed that under the present 
National Constitution the Government bad 
no right thereafter to control the matter. He 
admitted that if the Territory were to come in 
with the present provision in its Constitution, 
then Congress and the President would have 
the right of interference, but he for one did not 
propose to admit a State with any such right 
of interference. The committee took recess 
at2o’clock, after which Delegate Caine and 
Judge Jeremiah Wilson addressed the com- 
mittee on the same side of the question.

This is the 
kind of fruit the ‘‘furor Teutonicus’’ has 
generally yielded in BIsMARCK’s hands— 
ever-increasing military budgets, gag 
laws for tax-oppressed labor, nearly all 
the young manhood of the Empire in bar- 
racks, a whole people living under mar- 
tial law and practicing the goose step“ 
for the glory of BisMaRCK, the imperial 
family and their nobly-born satellites.

THE pending charter amendment con- 
ferring on the Municipal Assembly au- 
thority to provide for an equalization 
of taxes more in accordance with 
benefits derived from city expen- 
ditures, is not only necessary, but 
a manifestly just measure.

Contents of a Ton of Coal. 


From the Safety Valve. . 
A careful estimate made by an English chem 


coal presents some interesting facts not fa- 
miliar certainly te unscientific minds. It is 
found that, besides gas, a ton of ordinary gas 
coal will yield 1,500 pounds of coke, 20 gallons 
of ammonia water and 140 pounds of coal tar. 
Now, destructive distillation of this amount of 
coal tar gives about 70 pounds of pitch, 17 
pounds of creosote, 14 pounds of heavy olls, 
about 9% poundsof naphtha yellow,6.3 pounds 
of naphthaline, 4% pounds of naphthol, 2.2 
pounds of alizarine, 2.4 pounds of solvent 
naphtha, 1.5 poundsjof phenol, 1.2 pounds of 
aurine, 1.1 pounds of aniline, 0.79 pound of 
toludine, 0.46 pound of anthracine and 0.9 
pound of toluene—from the last named sub- 
stance being obtained the new product, suc- 
charine, said to be 230 times as sweet as the 
best cane sugar.
